Burley Growers 
Plan Quota Vote 
On November 22 



Approximately 400 burley to- 
bacco growers in Jefferson 
county are eligible to vote in the 
referendum Saturday, November 
22, on burley tobacco marketing 
quotas, according to M. C. Brooks, 
chairman of the county P.M. A. 

The referendum will determine, 
in accord with the law governing 
marketing quotas, according to 
M. C. Brooks, chairman of the 
county P.M.A. committee. 

The burley quota, proclaimed 
November 5, will continue in ef- 
fect if two-thirds or more of the 
growers voting in the referendum 
cast favorable ballots. 

Puropose of marketing quotas 
is to provide growers with a 
method of adjusting supply to 
demand and to help them obtain 
fair prices for the tobacco they 
produce. 

According to the county P.M.A. 
chairman, "Anyone who has an 
interest in the 1952 crop of burley 
tobacco, either as owner, tenant, 
or sharecropper is entitled to one 
vote on the question of market- 
ing quotas. 

Brooks pointed out that acreage 
allotments will be continued in 
1953 if quotas are approved. 
Notices with specific farm acre- 
age allotments for 1953 will be 
' to farm operators before the 
of the referendum. 



Price support loans at 90 per- 
cent of parity will be provided 
for 1953 crop tobacco if the mar- 
keting quotas are approved in the 
referendum. Since quotas are now 
in effect for the 1952 crop, price 
supports already are available on 
the 1952 crop. 

Voting places in Jefferson 
County will be at the Middletown 
Fire House, Fisherville Lodge 
Building, Sellers' Hardware Store 
at Okolona and Valley High 
School on Dixie Highway.
